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PREFACE. 


HE collection of English medals formed by the late Mr. Reginald 
Huth, and now offered for sale, is somewhat limited in extent, but 


contains some very notable items. 


Chief amongst these is the medal of Mary Tudor, on the state of 
England, 1555, which is unique in gold and in very fine preservation 
(Lot 2). 


Next comes the large sized medal of Elizabeth, “ Dangers averted, 
1589,” beautifully chased (Lot 6), and an early struck specimen of the 
“Pax queritur Bello” medal of Cromwell, both in gold. 


There are some good medals of William and Mary, and a very full 
series of Queen Anne (Lots 56 to 97), including some twenty in gold; 


and generally the specimens are in very fine condition.
